Iver was born in Moscow in 1886. Nis feather was onéiof the 
prominent directors of the Moscow Art Thester at that time. He 
was @ very well educeted and cultured man, Ivar's mother died when 
he was six yeers old,leaving him to be raised by a faithful ser- 
vant. For several years: Ivar wes tutored at home and even at an 
early age showed remarkable talent as a linguist. 

Ivar's childhood was uneventful and not unlike thatrof Orkin, 
aristocratic children. He showed no interest sovirds his fether's 
profession,but only in languages. “y his twelfth year, Ivar could 
speak French, German and English fluently.“ 

n 1906 Ivar entered the University of Moscow to further his 
education. That was two vears before his father retired from act- 
ive work in the theeter. 

After his graduation, Iver teught at the University for sev- 
eral yeers. Ne wes well known end very well liked among the stu- 
dents. Then, when the war and revolution shook Russia from it's 
antiquated and unstable foundation, Iver's life wes endengered. 

His father hed been brutally murdered and all of the family prop- 
erty confiscated. Ivar had to flee Moscow and Russia disguised as 

& peasant. By bribery, he managed to get smuggled on e boat,carrying 
raw furs, bound for the Orient. At Hongkong he left the boatiand 
here he lived,until after the war, acting as interpreter for the 
Foreign Office. 

Sometime during 1919, Ivar came to Seattle. Ne found diffi-~ 
culty in obtaining employment ,since most of the troops were re=- 
turning end then business conditions were none too good. He finely 
succeedédin teaching im night school classes end in giving privete 
lessons during the day. Five yeers went by very quickly but not 
. offering much in the way of opportunities. Ivar seemed to adjust 
himself to his new life but felt that he was cepable of doing better. 
He took out his citizenship papers in 1923, two veers before he 
came to San Francisco. 

Ivar's first job in San Frencisco was with one of the leed- 
ing newspapers. "his work he liked very much and soon advanced. 
Within four years he proved to be one of the best reporters on the 
paper. i 

Ivar met end merried aniAmericen.girl and his happiness has 
made it possible for him to forget most of his foreign life.

.captains permission to go ashore and buy an appleyand the-catpain- 
“allowd ria to g0.0pee ashore in america Paul forgot all about 
apples and watched the ship sail away,.from a.safe distancesHe had 
committed his first crime,for the Seamans Law was far in the 
future.I, 1888,which was the year of his arrival, Seattle was still 
almost an outpost town sparsely settled and in the foreground of 

a miraculous growth.sPaul was smart,he made friends easilyw&nd at 
once obtained work in a tailor shop as errand boy.sHe saved his 
money,kept a keen eye on those about him; learnifig the american lan- 
guage very quickly.Since making money was his object, higher educa-

Apduag It was a simple matter to drop the contraband overboard at a 
designated spot with a time clock attached anywhere along the whole course.

sat on juries holding out for an acquittal of those defendents who were on 
trial and sat on top of the world.Because he stbod out for an acquital in 
every case he incurred the displeasure of the prosecutors office and they 
determined to "get" him.But their determination ended in futility for years. 

Paul was now a millionaire.In his transactions he needed legal ad- 
vice.He needed the best legal advice.So he went to the Federal District Att- 
orney and retained him as his legal adviser.His former legal adviser is now

The Slavonian, his wife and her brother sat by the stove one never- 
to-be-forgotten night and took stock. They agreed that they were go- 
ing in a circle, from the mines to the company store, and from the 
company store to the mines. If they were ever to work their way out 
they must watch their account at this store. Only the very necessities 
of life must be purchased. They plotted and planned on how they could 
make one nickle do the work of two.

Mrs. L. was born in 1904, near Vladivostok, Siberia, 
and both of Mrs. L parents were born in Russia. i. 

She attended the gymnasium of Vladistek for six years. 
She met Mr. L, an American soldier, in 1919 and that year 
they were married. Mrs. L, or Miss MC, as that was her 
Russian name, was fifteen at the time. She had not been 
married previously. She belongs to the Russian Orthodox 
Church. . | 

In 1922, Mr. and Mrs. L bought a five room house on 
W Street, for which they paid $1600. They lived there until 
they sold the house and moved to M Street, in 1929. Mrs. L 
never worked anywhere but home. 

She took a formal divorce in 1931. In 1932 she became a 
citizen of the United States. Mrs. L gets $60. a month from 
her former husband and lives together with her two children: 
A, born in 1921, who goes toa junior high school; and E, born 
in 1925, goes to an elementary school. 

Mrs. L has a nice personality. On several occasions she 


was elected queen of the Russian colony in San Francisco. 
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RUSSIAN 

"I was born in 1894 in Russia in a city named Pskow, 
wehich is located in the north part of this country near 
Petrograd. My parents belong to the Russian peasants. At 
that time they were rich people because they had a very lage 
and very good farm. I have two sisters who are younger than 
I and two brothers who are older than I. My parents and 
all my brothers and sisters are now living in Siberia. I 
do not know the place of residence where they were loca- 
ted by order of the Bolsheviks in 1918. At that time they 
lost everything and became very poor people. 

"I completed my education in grammar school in 1906.. 
After that, I started to help my parents by working with 
my father and brothers on our farm. Being twenty one years 
old, it was in 1915 I was called by the government to my 
civil duty and became a soldier of the infantry regiment. 
In October of 1915, I went to the front near Warsaw. There 
I have been fighting with Germans until February 7, 1916. 
When, after a terrible battle, I was wounded; captured) and 
sent by enemies into their country to a small city. In this 
city I lived two years, working at first on a farm and 
later in a big mechanical shop as a blacksmith. I knew this 
profession before. My life at this period of time was not 
so good, because my work was painful and I had not enough 
food. But thank heavens, that's all past; and now I recol- 
lect this bad time as a disagreeable recollection. In 1918 


I was sent with tle other Russian soldiers to Russia. 
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At that time all over in Russia it was terrible revolution 
but I had a very good luck and reached iy birthplace without 
any trouble. Then I came to know about fate of my perents 
and relations and resolved to follow them to Siberia but 

I could not get information about their place of residence, 
therefore, I changed my mind and took in my head to run a- 
way from Russia to Esthonia. For this idea I found a com- 
panion (soldier of my regiment) and with him escaped from 
Russia. It happened to me in February 1919. I settled in 
Revel and lived there three years. During this time I 
worked as a blacksmith in a big factory. When I saved one 
thousand dollars (American money) I came to the United 
States. At first I settled in New York but after five 
years moved to San Francisco. In New York and here I worked 
in different places as a janitor laborer and blacksmith and 
now I am working as a garage man. My present position is 

a very good one and I wish no better. Two years ago I mar- 
ried an American girl and at present have a baby. We all 
are very happy. To this, my biography, I will add that 

I am an American citizen, I love my new country and is not 
going to leave it even for Russia. During depression I 

shes not suffering because for this time I have a very good 


job."

The time and place of my birth are: June 9, 1898, 
city of Harbin, in north Manchuria. My father worked 
there as a machinist on the Chinese-Eastern Railroad.

We are now all grown-up. My sisters were married a few 
years ago, and so was my brother. They all live at 
Harbin. My mother is there too; but my father died 
last year. 

I was graduated from the Commercial School when 
eighteen years old. In 1923 I arrived in San Francisco 
where I worked first in a garage, and then as a night 
janitor. Living a very modest life and having a good 
Salary, I was able to save a little money. With this I 
in 1925 to the state of Utah, and entered a university 
there.

My wife, thank Goda, got well; and she too began 
working as a domestic for some rich Americans. Beginning 
last year, fortune smiled at me again. I met one of my 
former professors who, having a large set of acquaintances 
in San Francisco, helped me to get a position in my 
specialty with a certain firm. Now I, my wife, and our 
little boy live again well and happily and even (excuse my 
boasting) prosperously, thanks to the fact that I receive a 
very decent Salary. | 

I, of course, correspond with my relatives, and help my 
mother. She, poor one, does not live such a sweet life because 
of the troublesome times there. As it is known to everybody, 
Soviet Russia may have a war with Japan at a minute's notice; 
and it is self-evident the theater of military operations will 


be in Northern Manchuria. 
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RUSSIAN 

Grim and tragic has ever been Russia's fate from the 
time of Catherine the Great and Tan the Terrible down to 
the present experiment, which all the world is watching.

Canada attracted some of them; others 
looked to the United States for settlement, In 1905, he 
came to San Francisbo, bringing with him his wife and two 
small children, He was thirty-five then. 

A peasant by birth, he had worked on the land from 
his early childhood, On his arrival here, he naturally 
tried first to find a wimt Lor occupation; but the condi- 
tions here were greatly different from what he was accus t- 
omed to; the methods and means of farming still more so, 
He did not succeed. He was a strong and healthy man and 
a willing worker, Soon he found employment on the water- 
front as a stevedore, Materially this was much better 
than being a farm hand, and not comparable to what he was 
getting in his old country. 

Then the World War came, wages went up; prosperity 
knocked at his door, He built his own house. He made it 
Russian in every detail, adding to it everything of Ayeri- 
can comfort he could lay hands on, By that time his fam- 


ily had pegn aug mented by three fine American citizens, on 
his children, Happily they lived together; he, his wi€e, 
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and his children,

The son of a former general of the army of Czar, *I_ 
together with a brother and siter, escaped from Russia at 
the start of the revolution and after many harrowing expe- 
riences, arrived in Viadivostok, Siberia, where they re- 
mained for six months before passage could be obtained for 
America. Life in The Western Siberian seaport was one of 
constant vigil and it was necessary to keep in strict sec- 
lusion in order to avoid discovery. 

Traveling steerage, they reached San Francisco in 


December 1921. Having sufficient funds to assist them un- 


til employment could be found, I__, at once commenced school, 


so that by now, he speaks very good English, which also 
helped him in obtaining work. At present, he is employed 
in a local hospital as a nurse, at which work he was good. 


Interested in athletics and particularly in gymnastics, 


I is a perfect specimen of young manhood, which, combined 


with his studious inclination and his desire of correct

Origin: 

When the Russian Civil War wes over and the White cause 
had been lost and the Reds had triumphed over their ennenies, 
S_ sarrived at Harbin, China, together with his young wife. 
Many Russian officers and soldiers from the White armies came 
there, That was in 1920, _ 

Conditions preceeding immigration: 

It was a hard year for them ali. The newcomers could 
not find work, The Russian population of Harbin erew ra- 
pidly from eighty thousand to three hundre# thousand. In 
that struggle for existence the white people had to worl as 
hard as the Chinese. 

First foreign employment: 

For two long months S_., teoked for a job. In the 
meantime his wife gave birth to a baby daughter. At last 
he got employment in the city park as a hight watchman. 

His salary of forty yen a month was hardly enough, and that 
for food only. 

News travels quickly: 

One day, one of 5 friends told him that he had seen 
a Russian, just from Japan, who told him that money couid be 
made more easily in Japan, by selling manufactured goods to 
the rural population. That was an idea, 
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First émigration: 

In the company of six men, S__ sailed from Dairen 
to Shimonoseki, Japan. A Russian merchant met them there, . 
bought tickets for them, and supplied them with manuface 
tured goods. They started to work for him on a commission © 
basis. ‘Their business accomplishments were limited for 
none of them lmew a single word of Japanese. In seven months, 
however, S____, was able to make around one thousand yen, over 
and above the money he sent to Harbin every month, to main- 
tain his wife and the baby. 

Uniting Family: 

These first earnings went to bring his family to join 
him in Japan. With their arrival, he doubled his efforts. 
That was necessary in order to provide for their living, 
and for their future as well. They could not stay indefin« 
itely in Japan; the coumtry was foreign to them, It was 
good only as a stepping=stone to the lend of the Free-Ameri- 
ca. | 

Second Emigration; following the trade learned: 

In 1925, Ss and his family arrived in Seattle, and

Mr. X____ss was born in the Ukraine, Russia, in 1890. 
He went to school till the age of about fifteen, when he 
quit school to join his father in the business. In 1909 
Mr. xr lef t'¥ikraine and went to South Africa, His 
first stop in Africa was Capetown, where he was employed 
for a whole year in one of the lunch rooms specializing 
in catering colored people. The work there was very 
hard and, of course, unsatisfactory to him. He left 
Africa after a year's stay there, without seeing anything 
except Capetown. From there he traveled through a few 
countries. in South America, however, he did not stay for 
any length of time in any one place. To America he came 
in 1914, and to Oakland a short time afterwards. 

In Oakland his first job was in a hotel, as a helper 
in the kitchen. He kept that job till the latter part of 
1919 when he married and began to work in his father-in- 
laws plant. His life after he married was even harder to 
him than before... He divorced his wife in 1922, and ever 
since he has not had one steady job. During the 
prosperity years, he hitch-hiked across the country twice. 
However he could not get anything even in New York when he 
was there in 1927. 


He does not. know much about any of his relatives except 
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that most of them are in South Africa. He still speaks 
Russian and mingles in among Russian crowds. He is

"If you wish to hear a story of my life, I 
Shall serve you in this line. I was born August 8, 
1885, in St. Petersbureh, (Leningrad.) At that time, 
my parents were rich people because they owned two big 
houses which gave a very good inéone. Highteen years 
old, I completed my education in Russian high school, 
(gymnasium). Soon after that, I met a young man and 
married him. He was serving as subultern officer of 
an infantry regimmt which was located in Brest~Litovsk. 

"I went with my husband to this city, where 
we lived three years. Next year a stork brought to us 
a baby. In Brest-Litovsk we were very happy, if one 
does not count the death of our son, who died when he 
wes seven months old. In 1906, my husband was transferr- 
ed to another place, therefore we left Brest-Litovsk for 
St. Petersburg. In this capital city we lived sleven 
months. After that. my husband was transferred many 
times. So we lived in 4strakhan, Tashkent, and so on, 
At last we settled in Finland, in a city, Viborg. 

"From this city my husband went to the Roumahian 
front when the World War eane to Europe. In 1917, 


Russian Revolution started and my husband returned home, 
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At this time, I had been living with my parents. A few 
hours before Bolsheviks seized their power, my husband 
and I went to Harbin where have been living until 1923, 
when we emigrated to the United States. Meanwhile. 
Bolsheviks took from my psrents their houses and they 
became very poor. At present time, my fiother lives in 
Leningrad with my two sisters. Fether died in 1928, and 
two of my brothers are in service for the Bolsheviks. | 
One is a doctor and the other.is an officer in an infantry 
regiment. “hen we came to fhe United States we settled 
in San Francisco. My husband started to work as a 
janitor and I as a lamp shade maker. The depression 
struck us very painfully; we lost our jobs and money.

"I was born in the family of a provincial of ficial 
of fairly good means. That was in the city of Chita, 
Siberia, in 1904. There was abrother in the family 
who was three years older than I, When I grew up 
of school age, my parents did not send me to school, 
They hired a private teacher for me who taught me 
grammar and history. He also helped my older brother 
who was in the third grade of the men's gymnasium, 

In 1917, as it is well known, the revolution 
broke out in Russia. Because of that all our family 
moved from Chita to Harbin, St4ll in good circumstances, 
my father, while in Harbin obtained a minor position 
on the Chinese Eastern Railway and mother began giving 
lessons.

it in Shanghai where I learned the English language 
fairly well. From Seattle my parents and I went to 
Sen Francisco where my mother again started a boarding 
houses I got a jot ina factary, Father did not work 
but helped my mother with her boarding-house venture.

"I was born August 10, 1897, in Russia, in the 
city of Vladivostok. This city is located in the western 
part of Russia, on the shore of the Pacific Ocean. 

"My parents were merchants. They had one son 
and three daughters. I was the oldest. My father died 
in 1907, and one of my sisters died in 1924. My two 
other sisters are married. At the present time, my mother 
lives in China; one of the sisters in Shanghai, and the 
other in America. 

"In 1919, I graduated from the Russian high 
school, this school, in Russia is called gymnasium. In 
1921, I emigrated to the United States. Here, at first, 
I settled in San Francisco, California, where I worked 
in a restaurant as a waiter for several month. Then, 
time went so fast that I could not perceive it. Eo it 
passed seven months, end I left San Trancisco for Los 
Angeles. There I have been working as a gatherer of 
fruits. | 

"Once it ha ppened to me to meet some Americans 
who belonged to the ¥.M.C.Ae 1 told them that I was 
dreaming about going to the University and they advised 
me to try to get into the university as a student. At 


that time my knowledge of English was very poor; therefore, 
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I did not think I was abie to do that. However, these 
Americans helped me and I became a student at the 
University of Hedlands. 

"In 1925, I completed my education in this 
university and after that started to make good money as 
a salesman. In 1926 I got a very good position as a 
clerk of the bank, and now I am already a head of a 
department of the same bank. I am satisfied with my 
wareer because I like my work. Depression touched me 
not, so far. However, I know very well many people in 
America are suffering by this depression. Letus hope

in Kiev, Russia, on February 6, 1874, a son was 
born into the family of a Russian Clergyman. 
Twenty years later he graduated from the Kiev 


Seminary, and followed his father's eareer. 


In the year 1895, on August 30th, there existed 
an agreement between the Russian Imperial Govern- 
ment and the Government of the United States, 
under which Theopilus was named psalmodist to 

the city of Jackson, Culifornia. By November of 
that year, the then Bishop Nichols of the Alaskan 
and Aleutian diocese transferred him to the 
Russiah Greek Orthodox Cathedral in San Francisco. 
There he took charge of the-church school and 

was ordained hypo-deacon of the Cathedral. Two 
years later, on November 21, 1897, he was ordain- 
ed deacon, and ten days after that, priest of the 
Cathedral. Simultaneously, he became a member 
and secretary of the Alaskan diocese, and presi- 


dent of the Eparchial Clerical Fund. 


‘When the Russian Greek Orthodox bishopric was 


transferred from San Francisco to New York, the 


archbishop of the Russian Church in North America,

Tihon (who later beceme Patriarch of all Russians, ) 
appointed him dean of St. Trinity in San Francisco, 


and overscer of the western part of the diocese. 


In 1915, he was transferred to Warsaw, Russia, 


(now Poland) to become dean of the St. Trinity 


. Cathedral there. At the same time, he was named 


a member of the Warsaw Consistory. While there, 
he became chairman of the Board of Guardians of 


the poor clergy. 


Then the World War came, and his duties and 
activity were considerably augmented. In 1915, 
he was moved to Wilno, as e resident priest of 
the church of St. Apparition. ‘here he présided 
over the Board of the Guardians for the poor; 
and was a chairman of the Cherity Committee for 
helping war refugees; and also a visiting priest 
of the hospitals in Warsaw and Wilno. He took 
part in the war itself as a military priest of 
the 14th mobile division of the heavy artillery 
of the 13th Heavy artillery Brigade, and of the 
iZist reserve hospital. He participated in he 
battle of Bayany, Divisky, and was cited by his 
superiors and by the military authorities for his

of the Russian Church in America and Canada, 
Theopilus, the bishop of San Francisco was elected 
archbishop by the great conclave of the bishops 

held at San Francisco August 9, 1934, to temporarily 
head the church. By the church convention of the 
clergy and laymen of the Kussian Greek Orthodox 
Ghurch in America and Canada, which took place 

on November, 22, 1934, in Cleveland, Ohio, he was 
unaminously acclaimed as Metropolitan of all

military school for boys); but had completed only 
two years. Then when we came to live in Herb4n, 
I entered Harbin male gymnasium, where I went up to 
the fourth clase.

In the year 1917, Theodor was teaching matha= 
metics in one of the hich schools, in Russia. He 
did not meddle in politics, In other words, he could 
continue his occupation as a teacher under eny govern= 
ment in Russia. 

Reasons for immigration: 

Theodor was not only a teacher, he loved mathe= 
matics and he dreamed of a professorial career for him- 
self in Russia, The destructive phases of the Revolu- 
tion killed that hope in him. So he seid to himself 
that perhaps a better possibility might be found for 
himself in the country of equal opportunitics for all. 
He came to the States in 19°22, being thirty-five years 
Old,. 

Pirst job: 

He did not Imow “nglish, not a single word of it, 
when he stepped on American soils; but he managed, nevere 
theless to get a job as a janitor in one of the big 
buildings here. 

Attempts: — 

At that job he is still working, though during the 
years that have passed since he landed in this comtry 
he has attended the wniversity twice. Both times he 
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He was handicapped by his broken English. So 
he is studying it now in his spare moments. At the 
same time, in his home, he ia continuing his mathe} 
matics. He lmows that his age » he is forty-seven 
now, is against him. But he mows, too, that he is 
far ahead now of where he was before, His progress 
is to his satisfaction.. He is single, with no de« 
pendenta.

I met himiin the street, in the heart of San Francisco's 
industrial center. Hd was dressed in a shabby suit composed 
of articles of a different color. His shoes seemed to be 
yawning, plainly showing one bare toe. His face was unshaven 
and surmounted by a nondescript and battered hat. He had 
just got off a car and with a concerned look on his face, 
was hastening toward the Southern Pacific depot. 

"Going to ?" TT .stopped him, 


"No, just looking for a job," 


was the answer, given 
with the same concerned look. 

"Married?" I again inquired. 

"No. I gtill. stick to Malthus", he said, "Without 
money do not get yourself a bride." 

Here he began to explain to me his point of view on 
married life, seriously and excitedly as if all his efforts 
had been directed not toward finding a job but toward finding 
me and relating his story. 

"Yes, indeed", I do stick to Malthus, I do; and firm- 
ly believe that one who cannot support himself has no right 
to marry and bring forth his offspring; which, after all, 
is the logical result and purpose of family life. I con- 
sider this a crime." 

I did not ask him any other questions, but he kept 
on talking steadily of love, happiness, his misfortunes, and 


so on. While I was listening to him, I began to form a 
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a complete mental picture of his life and carver. 

A son of a petty government official of Central Rus- 
sia, he spent his early childhood among his friends in com- 
ditions typical of a Russian provincial town. He received 
his edcation in the ordinary way, graduating from a "gymna- 
sium" or high school; Later he entered a University with 
the intention of entering the government service, and even- 
tually becoming a lawyer and an official of the magistrature. 

Circumstances, however, turned out to be such that 
he did not reach the end of his university tourse. While 
still in his second year he was conscripted into the army 
(the Great War was then in progress). As one possessing 
a University training, he was sent to military school in 
order to be able to occupy a commanding rank. Thereafter, 
he was gent to the front. He distinguished himself in ac- 
tion, was decorated, and hoped, after the war to be able 
to aes with his studies and plans for the future. But 
revolution came to thwart his expectations. To realize his 
plans he had first to wait for the end of the civil war and 
the reestablishment of order in the land. He believed it 
to be his duty, a conviction shared by the entire non-com- 
munist world, to foin the anti-Bolshevik forces in order 
to bring about the realization of his hopes. 

The anti-Bolshevik forces were defeated. He like thou- 
sands in the same position, was forced to flee from Russia 


in order to escape persecution by the "Reds",

He found himself in Constantinople, then in Bulgaria, 
and then in France; always cherishing the hope that, as 
soon as an acceptable mode of existence would be established 
in Russia, he would return to his country. Tinec were on. 
Russia became in turn experimentalistic, collectivistic, 
internationalistic, communistic, what not. It was time to 
think about establishing residence in some country other 
than Russia, to acquire a new fatherland. He wanted it to 
be the best country he could find. In the eyes. of Europe, 
America seemed to be such. 

With the assistance of the League of Nations and 
certain semi-charitable, semi-governmental institutions 
in America, he finally reached this country with the deter- 
mination of becoming a good Leseens 

He did not know any trade, Accordingly, he endeavored 
to acquire all possible technical and special knowledge. 
Yet no matter where he applied for a positon, the answer 
was the same: "Thank you, we do not need any help". This, 
in the delicate language of this country meant: "You are 
too old to take on as an apprentice, and since our business 
exists for the purpose of making money, we cannot afford 
to teach you".

Since that time hed 
been unemployed. 

I asked him whether there was any chance of hig gett- 
ing work. He answered that he did not see any. However, 
he has continued to do his best; he has been looking for 
work all these years, without any hope of finding it. He 
realizes that even if thexvs were an opening somewhere, the 
employer would take but one look at his appearance and re- 
fuse. Still. as he himself puts it, "A man has to do some- 
thing™ 

It was senseless to ask him about his amusements or 
social activities. In this country everything is expressed 
in terms of money, and no one without ready cash can take 
part in its activities. 

| By that time he had already expounded to me his views 

on love and virtue and began to discourse upon life in 
general. I was looking at his shabby figure and the words 
of some philosopher came to my. mind;

The dentist, cleaning 
his store and his hands very dirty, sat him in a chair near. 
He never washed his hands but pulled his tooth with a tooth 
puller which he picked up from his dirty work bench not even 
wiping it off. He put it down again after pulling his once 
and simply wiped the puller off on the side of his dirty 
greasy trousers. The first time he went to the dentist here 
he was awe stricken, and now he wonders why all the people in 


his town did not have infections. 
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He does not think Italy will last, nor will Mussolini. 
Says people don't want to be told what they can do, eat or 
drink. Reads Examiner. Says Brisbane must be a smart man, 
but he cannot know all the things he thinks about, but just 
got information as he needs it.
